2007  WISCONSIN  QSO  PARTY 


GENERAL  COMMENTS 

How  did  the  2007  Wisconsin  QSO 
Party  go  this  year?  Overall,  we  had  a  good 
year:  band  conditions  were  funny;  we  had 
a  higher  level  of  activity  -  this  year  we 
received  more  entries  than  we  ever  have; 
there  were  no  standing  records  broken; 
electronic  entries  increased;  we  had  a  new 
club  win  our  WI  this  year,  the  first  time 
they  have  won;  our  highest  scoring  WI 
Single  Operator  won  for  his  second  time; 
and  our  highest  scoring  out-of-state  winner 
is  a  first  time  winner.  Even  the  weather 
cooperated  -  it  was  rainy  on  the  West 
Coast,  there  were  storms  in  Texas  -  WI 
was  clear,  and  mostly  sunny,  with  tem¬ 
peratures  near  50.  I  was  pleased  to  see  a 
comment  “  kudos  to  the  well  behaved  ops, 
some  of  whom  stood  by  while  others 
worked  new  mults  on  their  CQ  frequen¬ 
cies,  ”  which  to  me  speaks  volumes  show¬ 


ing  what  WIQP  is.  I  was  even  more 
pleased  when  I  learned  we  had  Jackson 
Tenor,  KC9KVU,  enter  this  year,  making 
his  first  ham  contacts  -  Jackson  celebrated 
his  8th  birthday  in  February  2007.  What  a 
thrill  that  must  have  been  for  him. 

BAND  CONDITIONS 

Being  at  the  bottom  of  the  sun  spot 
cycle  may  have  affected  WIQP  this  year, 
although  I  am  not  sure  of  that.  At  the  bot¬ 
tom,  one  would  expect  the  higher  fre¬ 
quency  bands  not  to  be  very  good,  while 
the  lower  frequency  bands  should  shine. 
For  the  most  part,  40  meters  has  always 
been  the  bread  and  butter  band  for  Wis¬ 
consin  stations  working  other  stations 
within  Wisconsin,  until  it  goes  long,  when 
75/80  meters  takes  over  later  in  the  con¬ 
test.

FAQ  #69  What  takes  precedence?  Right  after  the 
message  number  in  the  preamble  comes  the  prece¬ 
dence.  There  are  four  possibilities  -  Routine,  Prior¬ 
ity,  Welfare,  and  Emergency.  Routine  messages  (R  ) 
are  the  everyday  birthday  greeting,  net  report,  etc. 
Priority  (P)  messages  are  used  when  there’s  possible 
danger  to  life  or  property,  a  need  for  quick  informa¬ 
tion  transfer.  Welfare  messages  (W)  are  exchanged 
with  a  disaster  area.  Emergency  messages  are  just 
that,  an  e-m-e-r-g-e-n-c-y.  That’s  why  the  prece¬ 
dence  of  emergency  is  always  spelled  out  and  such 
messages  are  always  handled  first. 

You  might  hear  a  net  control  station  asking 
for  “emergency,  priority,  or  time -value  traffic,”  but 
there’s  no  such  precedence  as  “time-value.”  The 
NCS  may  just  be  asking  if  there’s  any  traffic  that 
can’t  wait  its  turn.  Obviously,  an  emergency,  prior¬ 
ity,  or  welfare  message  would  have  to  be  handled 
before  routine  messages.  They  take  precedence.  And 
that’s  our  word  for  the  day.

FAQ  #70  What’s  the  difference?  The  difference, 
that  is,  between  the  NTS  message  format  and  the  ICS 
Form  213  format?  First,  some  similarities.  Each 
form  creates  a  record  of  what  happened  -  perhaps  for 
review,  critique,  or  evaluation.  The  form  is  concise. 


It  often  takes  less  time  than  informal  messages.  It’s 
easier  to  copy.  Receiving  operators  know  the  se¬ 
quence  of  the  information  resulting  in  fewer  errors 
and  repeats. 

Formal  messages  make  a  record,  help  to  establish 
priorities,  and  are,  in  a  word,  official.  Many  agencies 
use  specific  forms  for  their  formal  communications  - 
especially  in  times  of  emergency.  They  do  this  to 
create  a  record,  update  situations,  make  a  formal  dec¬ 
laration,  make  requests,  and  document  events  such 
opening  and  closing  of  shelters.  Of  course,  formal 
messages  on  behalf  of  agencies  should  be  signed  by 
the  appropriate  official  to  establish  authenticity  and 
responsibility. 

Whereas  the  NTS  format  has  a  “check,”  the  ICS 
form  has  a  “group  count”  that  can  accomplish  the 
same  thing.  The  NTS  form  may  have  a  precedence 
of  Routine,  Welfare,  Priority,  or  Emergency.  ICS 
traffic  will  be  Routine,  Immediate,  or  Urgent.  Either 
system  helps  a  traffic  handler  or  net  control  operator 
schedule  passing  of  traffic.  While  NTS  format  has 
parts  such  as  the  number,  precedence,  station  of  ori¬ 
gin,  etc.,  the  ICS  system  form  has  numbered  lines 
with  the  parts  as  well. 

There  are  more  likenesses  and  differences,  but  here’s 
the  important  aspect  -  don’t  worry  about  the  form. 
Learn  to  copy  without  relying  on  any  form.  Be  flexi¬ 
ble.  Follow  the  directions.  Use  the  same  skills  of 
careful  copying,  prosigns,  and  confirmation  no  mat¬ 
ter  what  form  is  required.  That’s  the  real  skill  of 
handling  traffic.

My  Credit  Card,  De¬ 
vice  Drivers,  and 
Driver  Magician 

I  monitor  http://www.majorgeeks.com 
almost  daily,  and  every  now  and  then  real 
winners  come  along.  Here  are  two  that  are 
now  on  all  my  computers. 

Find  My  Credit  Card  is  a  small  (about  1 
Mb  on  your  hard  drive  when  installed), 
free  program  provided  by  Smart  PC  Solu¬ 
tions,  Inc.,  of  New  York.  You  can 
download  the  program  at  http:// 
www.smartpctools.com,  or  at  majorgeeks. 
The  program  scans  your  computer  for 
three  categories  of  information:  business, 
personal  and  Internet.  You  can  then  click 
“Wipe”,  and  it  is  gone  from  the  computer. 
The  scan  process  is  really  fast  -  only  a  few 
seconds  at  most. 

Now  you  might  say  (as  I  did)  that  you 
don’t  really  keep  any  sensitive  data  on 
your  machine.  However,  don’t  forget  that, 
for  example,  whenever  typing  your  credit 
card  number  for  an  on-line  purchase,  that 
number  is  stored  somewhere  on  your  ma¬ 
chine.  The  same  is  true  every  time  you 
enter  your  bank  account  number  when 
banking  on  the  web,  or  passwords  for  one 
or  another  site.  I  personally  am  very  care¬ 
ful  to  clean  up  cookies,  and  the  like,  and 
thought  my  machine  was  reasonably  clean 
and  secure.  Then  I  ran  Find  My  Credit 
Card  and  darned  if  it  didn’t  find  two  copies 
of  my  social  security  number! ! !  That  is 
really  interesting  because  I  do  not  remem¬ 
ber  ever  typing  my  SSAN  while  on  the 
web,  or  even  in  a  document,  but  I  must 
have  at  some  point  because  there  it  was  in 
front  of  me,  twice.  I  pressed  that  Wipe 


button  quite  quickly!  Subsequent  scans 
have  shown  the  information  is  gone. 

Smart  PC  Solutions  does  not  tell  you  how 
they  scan,  or  specifics  of  where  they  found 
the  information,  which  might  be  useful. 
However,  they  do  find  it  and  let  you  erase 
it,  which  is  the  crux  of  the  issue.  Now, 
even  if  an  intruder  enters  your  machine  via 
the  web  or  in  person,  sensitive  information 
is  not  likely  to  be  stolen.  This  freebie  is 
definitely  a  must  have  and  it  is  painless  to 


Before  I  tell  you  about  the  next  program, 
let  me  discuss  device  drivers  (the  word 
device  is  commonly  dropped  and  just 
driver  is  used).  A  driver  is  a  program  (a 
series  of  specialized  commands  or  instruc¬ 
tions)  that  controls  a  hardware  device, 
such  as  a  printer,  disk  drive,  keyboard, 
hard  drive  and  so  on.  Every  single  hard¬ 
ware  device  inside  or  connected  to  your 
computer  must  have  a  driver  (even  the 
power  supply,  in  all  but  older  machines). 
When  you  send  a  document  to  your  printer 
from  your  operating  system  (OS,  Windows 
itself),  the  OS  does  not  know  how  to  in¬ 
struct  the  printer.  But  the  printer  driver 
does.  In  essence,  the  driver  accepts  gen¬ 
eral  commands  from  the  OS  and  translates 
them  into  specific  commands  that  it  sends 
to  the  device.  Only  the  driver  knows  the 
specific  commands  that  need  to  be  sent. 

Some  drivers  come  bundled  with  Win¬ 
dows,  and  are  installed  when  the  OS  is 
installed.  Others  are  not  installed,  but  may 
be  kept  on  your  hard  drive  in  compressed 
form,  in  case  the  OS  needs  one.  Still  oth¬ 
ers  are  not  on  your  hard  drive  at  all,  but  are 
present  on  the  OS  installation  disk  (and 
Windows  will  ask  you  to  put  in  that  disk  if 
it  needs  a  driver  located  there).  Still  others 
are  on  the  installation  disk  that  your  get 
with  your  new  printer,  or  scanner,  or  what- 


Now  lets  move  on  to  another  really  useful 
free  program  that  deals  with  drivers, 
Driver  Magician  Lite.  Offered  by  Gold- 
Solution  Software,  Inc.,  this  program  scans 
your  system  and  presents  a  list  of  all  of 
your  current  drivers.  Those  in  the  list  it 
shows  you  in  black  are  installed  with  your 
operating  system  (OS),  so  you  don’t  need 
to  back  them  up  if  you  have  the  OS  disk. 
Those  shown  in  red  are  NOT  installed 
with  whatever  version  of  Windows  you 
have,  so  you  do  need  to  back  them  up. 
Simply  select  those  in  red  and  choose  a 
spot  to  save  them.  Copies  will  be  stored 
there,  in  separate  subfolders.  Best  is  to 
next  burn  a  CD  with  the  backups.  Then,  if 
you  ever  need  to  reinstall  the  OS  or  change 
the  hard  drive,  you  don’t  need  to  hunt  for 
each  and  every  driver  on  the  web  since 
you  already  have  them  in  a  single,  accessi¬ 
ble  spot. 


Driver  Magician  Lite  is  free,  and 
downloadable  from  http:// 
www.majorgeeks.com.  If  you  want  to 
purchase  the  full  version  ($29.95),  it  con¬ 
tains  a  built  in  database  of  the  latest  driv¬ 
ers,  with  the  ability  to  go  out  to  the  Inter¬ 
net  to  get  all  the  new  updates  of  the  drivers 
themselves.  The  full  version  also  has  a 
hardware  identification  database  to  help 
you  identify  unknown  devices  on  your 
machine. 

It  is  really  great  to  find  useful  programs 
like  this  one.  The  free  version  is  ex¬ 
tremely  useful  by  itself,  and  it  looks  like 
the  full  version  may  well  be  worth  the 
purchase.  Nice  work,  GoldSolution  Soft¬ 
ware!

true  this  year.  W0AA,  one  of  our  WI  mo¬ 
bile  stations  said  it  this  way  “something  is 
not  right  with  40  meters  when  VP2E  is  the 
loudest  signal  heard  during  the  entire  con¬ 
test.”  Wisconsin  mobile  N9NE  put  it  as  “80 
meters  was  fantastic.”  Maybe  better  expla¬ 
nations  are  summed  up  by  some  of  our 
fixed  stations  -  K9GCF  who  said  “the 
bands  above  20  were  closed,  20  was  soso, 
40  pooped  out  early,  so  75/80  was  best  for 
WI  counties  from  within  WI,”  -  or  - 
KA9JAC  who  said  “thank  goodness  for 
75/80,  even  though  it  was  a  bit  rough  at 
times,  it  was  the  only  place  to  find  WI  sta¬ 
tions  from  here  in  WI,”  -  or  -  N9KI  saying 
it  this  way  “heard  very  few  other  WI  sta¬ 
tions  on  40  with  80  being  the  band  from 
the  beginning  to  the  end.”  I  did  see  a  num¬ 
ber  of  comments  about  how  lousy  20M  and 
40M  were  in  Wisconsin,  but  when  I  look  at 
the  Qs  on  the  different  bands,  I  see  Qs  on 
20M  and  40M.  No  conclusion  about  band 
conditions  here.  Which,  of  course,  prompts 
out-of-state  station’s  comments:  “  80  was 


hopping,  had  little  trouble  working 
most"  (N2WN  of  TN);  “80  meters  was  the 
only  place  where  you  could  work  WI  from 
IL"  (AK9F);  “80  meters  was  a  one-way 
street  and  tough  until  the  last  30  minutes. 
WI  was  strong  here  in  NJ  but  my  QRP  sig¬ 
nal  was  not  making  it  back”  (KD2MX); 
“wish  contest  was  an  hour  longer,  as  did 
not  get  to  75  SSB.  Worked  many  stations 
on  80  CW”  (NF4A  of  FL);  “conditions 
seemed  optimum  from  NH  to  WI  on  all 
bands  “(W1END).  Our  out-of-state  winner, 
WB2ABD,  apparently  did  not  have  too 
many  problems,  based  on  his  comments 
“first  time  I  went  over  200  QSOs,  so  I 
never  had  to  deal  with  a  dupe  sheet  be¬ 
fore.”  When  I  look  at  the  out-of-state  logs  I 
see  20M,  40M  and  80M  contacts.  Perhaps 
N8II  (WV)  said  it  best  “a  few  weak  signals 
on  20  and  a  few  strong  ones.  Mobiles  were 
weak  on  40  at  first,  but  built  up  nicely  late 
afternoon.  40  stayed  open  to  some  extent 
past  2400  Zulu.”  Maybe  that’s  how 
WB2ABD  managed  to  out  score  all  the 
other  out-of-state  stations  -  he  was  mainly 


on  40.  No  band  condition  conclusions  here 
either.  I  guess  the  views  of  band  conditions 
just  depended  on  your  particular  operating 
plan. 

The  2007  WI  plaque  for  the  highest 
scoring  Single  Operator  in  Wisconsin  goes 
to  Fred  Helmstetter,  N9FH,  from  Mequon, 
WI,  and  a  member  of  the  Ozaukee  RC. 
This  is  the  second  win  for  Fred,  who  won 
the  top  Single  Operator  plaque  for  WI  back 
in  2001.  Fred  did  participate  in  2003  and 
2005  as  a  Single  Operator  Fixed  entry,  but 
both  years  he  was  beaten  by  a  mobile  entry 
for  the  top  spot.  Last  year  Fred  operated  as 
part  of  a  multi-multi  entry  under  a  different 
call.  This  year  Fred  returned  to  the  Single 
Operator  Fixed  category,  making  483  total 
Qs,  with  102  multipliers,  for  a  total  of 
126,990  points.  He  contacted  55  counties, 
42  states  and  5  Provinces  during  WIQP.  I 
guess  persistence  pays  off.  Congratulations 
Fred. 

The  2007  plaque  for  the  Wisconsin 
Club  Competition  goes  to  the  Ozaukee 
Radio  Club.  I  believe  this  is  their  first  win 
ever.  In  looking  at  their  past  attempts,  I  see 
they  have  consistently  increased  the  num¬ 


ber  of  club  entries  -  in  2003  they  submitted 
with  five,  in  2004  and  2005,  it  was  up  to 
eight.  Last  year,  2006,  they  had  eleven. 
This  year  they  submitted  twenty  Club 
Competition  entries.  That  must  have  been 
the  magic  formula  for  them.  They  managed 
to  get  a  total  point  value  of  478,906.5 
points,  which  bettered  the  second-place 
Fond  du  Lac  ARC  score  by  over  57,000 
points.
